relieve direct property tax burdens. 


Straight Tax on Luxuries, 

The Governor told newspaper 
men the bill wolud be a straight tax 
on luxuries and would name the 
specific articles to be taxed. He 
will suggest a 2 per cent tax, but 
said the rate was subject to change. 
He is being assisted in its prepara- 
tion by Representative McCawley 
of Carthage and Representative 
Maxey of Butler. 
Among the articles the Governor 
said would be taxed were tobacco, 
jewelry, cosmetics, amusement and 
athletic admissions, soft drinks (but 
‘not beer), silk goods, sporting 


_ goods, firearms, gas and electricity 


consumption, candies, chewing gum, 
hair tonics, skin lotions, billboards, 


radios, musical instruments, play- 


‘ing cards, proprietary medicines. 
There will be some others. 

“The pending bill is not worth 
anything in its present form,” Keat- 
ing said. “It will not raise any 
money. I do not believe the 
‘House will materially alter any bill 
the Governor sends up. It might in 
the end refuse to pass any sales 
tax legislation, but the Governor’s 
bill probably will go to a vote in 
about the form he submits it.” 

In the Senate, present opinion is 
almost unanimously against the pro- 
posal and unless the Governor can 
win over Senator Kinney, president 
pro tem.; Senator Donnelly, floor 
leader, and others active in the 
Senate organization, it is not likely 
that it will be taken up there. 

The disposition of the Senators is 
to reject the Governor's plea for the 
sales tax, to adjourn as soon as the 
appropriation bills are out of the 
way, and to.advise the Governor to 
call the Legislature into special ses- 
sion in the summer to consider im- 
portant legislation without being 
rushed to action. 

Revenue From Bill Cut. 

The Governor has not found fa- 
vorable response to his four recom- 
mendations in his special message 
a week ago. He asked for the sales 
tax, for a law authorizing the Pub- 
lic Service Commission to establish 
regulations under which water pow- 
er sites could be acquired by pri- 
vate interests, for an insurance 
moratorium law, and for a law per- 
mitting banks to issue preferred 
stock. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee 
has refused to report back to the 
Senate the Bales bill which would 
carry out the Governor’s request for 
water power site legislation.

Great Power to One Man. 


The bill places enormous powers 
over American agriculture in the 
hands of the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture. Its policy was termed by Mr. 
Roosevelt a “new and untrod path.” 
Its purpose is to increase farm 
buying power. 

The chief provisions: 

Names wheat, cotton, tobacco, 
corn, rice, hogs, cattle, sheep, milk 
and its products as major agricul- 
tural commodities. 

Authorizes the Secretary of Agri- 
culture to enter into voluntary 
agreements with producers of these 
commodities to obtain acreage or 
crop reductions. In return for cur- 
tailments, the producer would re- 
ceive rent or benefit payments. 

Empowers the Secretary to levy 
processing taxes on the commodi- 
ties to raise the funds for paying 
the rent or benefits, The tax would 
be limited to the amount necessary 
to bring the aggregate farm return 
to its pre-war purchasing power. 

Also gives him full powers to 
regulate, through a licensing sys- 
tem, the handling in interstate and 
foreign commerce of the nine com- 
modities, and it permits him to 
make marketing agreements. 

Creates a Government cotton pool 
as proposed in last session’s Smith 
bill. Growers would receive op- 
tions in return for production 
Slashes and benefit by any price 
increase, 


Bankhead Attacks Civil Service. 

Bankhead (Dem.), Alabama, told’ 
the House that Treadway and other 
Republican speakers “have had a 
good deal to say about the civil 
service exemption.” 

“The administration of the civil 
service—not the theory—is the big- 
gest fraud in the Government,” he 
said. “If I had the privilege I would 
vote this morning to abolish it.”

Wallace Appeals to Public to Sup- 
port Farm Program. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 22.—Sec- 
retary Wallace urged public sup- 
port of the administration farm re- 
lief bill today, asserting that it is 
a major step in the direction of 
bringing farm social problems 
closer to farm scientific advance- 
ment. 

He said in an address, that rapid 
advancement has been made by all 
branches of agriculture in increas- 
ing the productiveness of the soil 
and in increasing the efficiency of 
other operations. The need, now, 
he said, is for social progress. 

“The farm bill is an effort in 
the direction of such social inven- 
tiveness,” Wallace continued. In 
some ways, it is perhaps as crude 
as the first automobile of 30 years 
ago. Nevertheless, I am convinced 
that this bill can be made to work 
and can be perfected, if the rank 
and file of the people—producers, 
processors, and consumers alike— 
are genuinely hungry to distribute 
the fruits of science in a just way. 

“Hitherto, the experiment station 
and the County Agent have helped 
the individual farmer to become 
more efficient. They have talked 
in a general way about controlling 
that efficiency but nothing really 
practical has ever been done about 
it. 2 

“We must have, so far as the 
weather will permit, a controlled 
output which will enable farmers 
as a class in the United States to 
enjoy a higher standard of living 
rather than a lower, as a result of 
the expenditures of state and Fed- 
eral funds for scientific purposes.”

Preparing to Issue Licenses. 


The bill, modifying the strict pro- 
hibition laws which have prevailed 
since 1920, will return between 
$125,000,000 and $150,000,000 in rev- 
enue annually, Treasury officials 
have estimated.

$1000 for each brewery.

$20 for retailers. |

wall, Alaska and Puerto Rico to 
permit sale of 3.2 per cent beer and 
wine. 

Makes manufacturers bear the 
burden of proof that their products 
do not contain more than 32 per 
cent alcohol. 

Reaffirms Volstead act penalties 
on violators of provisions including 
the forfeiture of license. 

Permits advertising by 
newspapers and other publications.

The bank holds $103,456 of the 
loans, the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation holds $190,778 as col- 
lateral for loans to the bank, and 


the National Stockyards National 
Bank holds $82,774, the examiner 
says.

$49,042; furniture and fixtures, $15,- 
594; safe deposit vault, $11,500; Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank stock, $8400;

The liabilities as listed are cap-

The bul- 
let struck Adele in the abdomen. A 
blood transfusion was performed in 
an effort to save her life, blood be- 
ing furnished by the mother. 

Miss Mundigler, also known as 
Yeager and Martini, was ordered 
held pending the outcome of the 
girl’s wound. Unable to furnish 
bond, she is in custody at Soulard 
Street Police Station and will be 
taken before a Coroner’s jury to- 
morrow. She gave her occupation 
as a seamstress and her address as 
2354 Rutger street.

St. Louis beer drinkers will get 
the first foaming output of St. 
Louis breweries, which will be 
placed on the market shortly after 
11:01 p. m., April 6. Local orders, 
of which many have been received, 
will be filled ahead of shipments to 
outside points, the brewers have 
announced. 

Egg licenses, now issued by the 
State Food and Drug Department, 
will be the model for the new li- 
cense forms which the same de- 
partment will issue to retailers of 
the “non-intoxicating” 3.2 per cent 
beverage, which has been legalized 
by the State, but which cannot be 
dispensed until 15 days after the 
President's signing of the congres- 
sional beer act. which took place at 
1 p. m. today. Since it was ruled 
that beer may be sold legally at 
12:01 a. m., April 7, Eastern stand- 
ar dtime, the hour here will be 
11:01 p. m., April 6. 

State revenue stamps are being 
printed, under direction of State 
Treasurer Nacy. The State tax is 
1 cent a gallon, and the stamps will 
range from 1 cent up. Under the 
Food and Drug Department’s rul- 
ing, three bottles will constitute a 
legal package, which will carry a 
stamp. 

Applications for Permits. 

Applications for retail permits 
are being received by the depart- 
ment, at its Jefferson City head- 
quarters, from hotels, restaurants, 
drug stores, groceries and filling 
stations. It is expected that ar- 
rangements will be made for issu- 
ance of permits in St. Louis and 
Kansas City to retailers in the two 
cities. Many job-seekers are ap- 
plying to C. H. Manville, Food and 
Drug Commissioner, for positions 
as beer inspectors, and for the 
clerical jobs which the new situa- 
tion may create. Thus far, no ad- 
dition has been made to the depart- 
ment’s present force of 18. 

Brewery officials, figuring in 
Federal and state taxes and other 
fixed charges, have not been able 
thus far to figure a retail price of 
less than 15 cents a pint bottle for 
the standard brands of bottled beer, 
but they may yet find a way to 
make the price 12% cents. Draught 
beer, as told last week, will retail 
at a nickel for a glass of 6 to 8 
ounces. ° 

News of the passage of the beer 
bill by the Senate and House was 
greeted in Illinois towns, near St. 
Louis, yesterday afternoon, with 
general blowing of whistles. The 
town of Highland, a center of milk 
production, was one of those which 
tooted its salute to a competitive 
beverage.

Senate Perfects Morato- 
rium Proposal, Rejecting 
Virtually All of Amend- 
ments Offered ·

JEFFERSON CITY, March 22.—

Michael Kinney of St. Louis dnd 
Michael E. Casey of Kansas City, 
ordinarily allied, ended late yester- 
day afternoon with Kinney’s life 
insurance moratorium bill perfect- 
ed and most of the honors of the 
engagement going to Kinney. 


of 70 days a week past and no im- 
portant legislation through both 
houses except the beer bill, the in- 
surance bill fight took all of yes- 
terday and half of Monday, while 
other Senatorial matters waited. 

Twenty amendments were of- 
fered, mostly by Casey, and with 
almost no exceptions, were voted 
down. Yesterday afternoon Kin- 
ney, as more and more Senators be- 
gan to vote on his side, moved for 
reconsideration of one of the Ca- 
sey amendments adopted Monday 
and on reconsideration the amend- 
ment was killed. 

This particular amendment, had 
it remained in the bill, virtually 
would have prevented the insur- 
ance companies from doing busi- 
ness in Missouri at all, according to 
some advocates of the moratorium. 
It provided that “during the life of 
this act,” or until Feb. 1, 1935, re- 
gardless of whether any moratori- 
um was declared or whether any or 
all companies accepted -the mora- 
torium terms, no life insurance 
company could “institute fore- 
closure proceedings or sell any real 
estate or personal property under 
the provisions of any mortgages or 
deeds of trust.” 

As the bill now stands, the only 
Casey amendment of any import- 
ance still in it provides that the 
companies must file with the Com- 
missioner of Insurance a list of all 
securities, bonds, mortgages, etc., 
in order to take advantage of any 
order issued by the Commissioner. 

When Casey finally stopped in- 
troducing amendments yesterday 
he told the Senate: “This bill is 
unconstitutional. Even the men 
who want it—the life insurance 
men—admitted that at some of the 
conferences we had with them 


while the bill was being drawn. It 


|| will not be upheld a minute by the 


courts.” 

Some advocates of the measure 
admitted privately after the ses- 
sion that they were in serious doubt 
as to its constitutionality, but they 
took the view that it would afford 
temporary relief to insurance com- 
panies by permitting them, in the 
event of a further bank holiday or 
some similar occasion, not to cash 
immediately those policies which 
had a paid-up value. 

The vote on perfection was 20 
to 6. The Casey’s support rallied 
Senators Bates, Daggs, Joffee, Kel- 
ley and McDowell. 

The bill still is some distance 
from becoming law. It must be 
passed by the Senate, must be in- 
troduced in the House and in the 
event it passes there, must be 
signed by Gov. Park.

TO BUFORD UTILITY BILL; 
_ MAXEY, LAY LEAD FIGHT 


Measure Would Set Up Partisan Service Com- 
mission and Divest St. Louis of Control 
Over Its Bus Lines

JEFFERSON CITY, March 22.- 
Legislative opponents of the Buford 
public utittties bill ascertained from 
a renewed study of the measure to- 
day that it is designed to deprive 
St. Louis of all revenue from licens. 
ing busses and service cars. 

The bill fixes a State license fee 
and prohibits municipalities from 


|requiring any other or additional 


license. 

Busses and service cars in St. 
Louis are not now under the juris- 
diction of the Public Service Com- 
mission, which has successfully re- 
sisted in the courts efforts of the 
bus companies to place themselves 
under regulation by the commis- 
sion. The Buford bill seeks to put 
them under the commission by 
classifying them as common car- 
riers. 

The act provides for a State li- 
cense fee of $5 a seat a year for 
each bus and service car operating 
over a route not more than 20 miles 
in length. This would apply to ail 
in St. Louis. 

It also provides that no other or 
additional licenses shall be re- 
quired by any municipality. 

It specifically authorizes the col- 
lection of a general property tax. C. 
J. Dolan, legislatice representative 
of the city, said today that the city 
was opposed to the Buford bill for 
many reasons, and fhat the danger 
of license revenue was an addition- 
al reason for opposition. He said 
St. Louis legislators would be urged 
to vote against the measure. 

1921-32 Revenue $82,000. 

Motor bus lines operating exclu- 
sively within St. Louis are required 
to pay to the city 3 per cent of their 
gross operating receipts, which for 
the fiscal year 1931-32, the last fig- 


| ures available, totaled $71,314.36. In 


addition, vehicle taxes on 306 motor 
busses for the same year totaled 
$7275, making an aggregate of $78,- 
589.36. Service car operators, 
taxed half the State vehicle license 
rate, fixed on the basis of horse- 
power, paid a total of $3600.06 for 
the 1931-32 fiscal year. 

In addition to the license and 
operating fees, there is the usual 
tax on service cars and motor 
property. In 
the case of the service cars this is 
fixed on the basis of figures given 


in the personal returns of the driv- 


ers, and in the case of the busses 
on the returns made by their own- 
ers. Public Service Co. busses are 
lumped in with street cars and oth- 
er equipment of the company in its 
return and’ no division is shown to 
indicate the personal tax paid on 
them. The personal tax on busses 
of the People’s Motorbus Co. 
1931-32 totaled $4690.88. | 
Opposition Organizing. 

Representatives Maxey of Butler 
and Lay of Warsaw are organizing 
the opposition to resist passage of 
the bill. Aside from radigally 
changing the public utility law of 
the State, it proposes to legislate 
out of office the present members 
of the Public Service Commission 
and to create a new commission 
which could be made partisanly po- 
litical. Maxey said he was con- 
vinced from a study of the hill that 
it was designed for the “selfish 
purposes of the public utilities,” 
and that he would oppose its pas- 
sage. Lay said he viewed the Dill 
with “great suspicion” and would 
oppose it. 

Though legislative representa- 
tives of the utility interests pro- 
fess to have no interest in the méa- 
sure, none of them is opposing it. 
The bill in its present form, a sub- 
stitute for the original, was rewrit- 
ten at a conference of utility rep- 
resentatives in the legislative head- 
quarters of Union Electric Light & 
Power Co., in the Missouri Hotel. 

Utility Offices Denies Interest. 

Frank J. Boehm, vice-president 
of the Union Electric and chief rep- 
resentative of that corporation 
here, denied in the State capital 
today that he even knew the con- 
tents of the bill. 

„J have not read it,” he said. 
“Our attorneys looked it over after 
it was introduced and told us it 
was merely a reproduction of the 
old Public Service Commission law 
except as to some of the commis- 
sion machinery. They told us it did 
not affect our company and con- 
sequently we have no interest in 
it.” 

Boehm said he would be “foolish 
to oppose a bill which might have 
the approval of the Governor.” 

Gov. Park has said repeatedly he 
had not read the bill and had tak- 
en no position on it. 

Boehm said he was a life-long 
personal friend of Senator Buferd, 
the author of record of the bill, and 
offered that as an explanation of 
Buford’s frequent visits to the Un- 
ion Electric headquarters here. He 
said personal friendship was the 
only explanation of visits also by 
Senator Buford’s sou, Anthony 
Buford, legislative representative 
of several interests, and said An- 
thony Buford was not a representa- 
tive of the Union Electric. 

Boehm also said that a visit he 
and Albert C. Laun, another of the 
Union Electric representatives here, 
made to Buford in St. Mary's 
Hospital yesterday afternoon was 
purely personal and had nothing to 
do with matters of legislation. The 
Senator is suffering from toxic ex- 
haustion, but is expected to be out 
of the hospital within a f*ew days. 

Still Before Senate.

ocrats. I cannot believe that is its 
real purpose.

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STS 6 POINTS 
FOR DRY ATTACK 
ON 3.2 BEER LAW 


E. B. Dunford, Anti-Saloon 
League Attorney, Sends 
Letter to State Super- 
intendents. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 22.—Ed- 
ward B. Dunford, attorney for the 
Anti-Saloon League of America, 
said today an attack on the beer 
law would certainly be made “when 
the requisite circumstances arise.” 
He indicated that the Anti-Saloon 
League would sponsor no attempt 
to obtain an injunction to restrain 
the issuance of licenses for the sale 
of beer but would await the actual 
beginning of distribution April 7. 
Meanwhile, however, Dr. Clarence 
True Wilson of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Board of Temperance and 
Public Morals has said court pro- 
ceeding would be filed to obtain 
an injunction. Wilson was not in 
the city today and other dry lead- 
ers said it was unknown yet where 
or in what shape this action would 
be begun. 
Attorneys said an injunction 
might be sought by a taxpayer to 
restrain the Commisioner of In- 
dustrial Alcohol from issuing _li- 
censes, or individual actions might 
be taken in Federal Courts against 
the district administrators of the 
licenses. 

Six Points of Attack. 

Dunford, in a letter to the state 
superintendents of the league list- 
ed six points under which he said 
the constitutionality of the law 
could be attacked after sale is be- 

They are: 

The Attorney-General or 
other law officer or any dry state 
may file a petition for an injunc- 
tion to restrain a common carrier 
or others from transporting such 
beer through the state on the 
ground that it is a transportation 
of intoxicating liquor prohibited by 
the eighteenth amendment. 

“2. Any wild-cat brewer indicted 
for manufacturing 3.2 per cent beer 
without a permit may defend on 
the grounr that he has violated no 
law since the act expressly repeals 
the criminal penalties for the man- 
ufacture and sale of beer contain- 
ing not more than 3.2 per cent of 
alcohol by weight and that the pro- 
viisons requiring that he shall b- 
tain a permit from the Government 
before engaging in such manufac- 
ture is unconstitutional on the 
ground that such law undertakes to 
positively authorize the manufac- 


tare and sale of an intoxicating 
beer in violation of the eighteenth 
amendment. 

Aims at Users of Permits. 

“3. In any one of the few states 
where the state definition prohibits 
merely intoxicating beer, any state 
prosecuting officer may cause the 
arrest of a brewer authorized to 
manufacture beer under a Federal 
permit on the ground that the 
product is intoxicating and where 
the brewer pleads the Federal per- 
mit as justification, the i of the 
constitutionality of the Federal law 
would be presented. 

“4. Since the act provides that 
the beer may be manufactured only 
in accordance with a permit issued 
under the national prohibitiorm ‘act, 
which grants a privilege, any soft 
drink manufacturer whose business 
is detrimentally affected by com- 
petition from the sale of beer man- 
ufactured by a permitee may file a 
suit to compel the Commissioner of 
Prohibition to revoke such permit 
or to enjoin the commissioner from 
issuing permits to breweries to 
manufacture beer on the ground 
that the conferring of such a priv- 
ilege is violative of the eighteenth 
amendment, denies to him the 
equal protection of the law and de- 
prives him of his property without 
due process, alleging that such beer 
is intoxicating and that its sale 
detrimentally affects his business. 

If Intoxication Results. 

B. Should it develop that pub- 
lic intoxication results from the 
sale of such beer, any prosecuting 
officer, State or national, may in- 
stitute an action in a court of equity 
for the abatement of the brewery, 
saloon, grocery, speakeasy, or other 
place as a public nuisance where 
intoxicating liquors are sold in vio- 
lation of the policy defined by the 
eighteenth amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States. 

“6. Any person purchasing such 
beer may refuse payment of the 
purchase price and when sued in 
court defend on the ground that the 
transaction involved the sale of in- 
toxicating beer in violation of the 
public policy represented by the 
eighteenth amendment and, there- 
fore, the courts will not give it ef- 
fect.”

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HITLER WARNS OPPONENTS 
NOT TO FIGHT DICTATORSHIP

Says Non-Acceptance of His ‘Demand for 
Four-Year Power Is Same as Dec- 


of War.

BERLIN, March 22.—The Gov- 
ernment’s official press agency is- 
sued a stern warning to the po- 
litical parties today, especially the 
Centrists and Socialists, that non- 
acceptance of Chancellor Hitler’s 
demand for dictatorial power would 
be tantamount to a declaration of 
war. 

The consequences of such an act, 
the parties were warned, would be 
visited not only on the parties 
themselves but also on their voters. 
The demand for four years of pow- 
er without parliamentary curb will 
be made on the Reichstag tomor- 
row. 1 
“An attitude of opposition toward 
the new Germany,” said the warn- 
ing, “would display not only a total 
lack of understanding of the real 
situation, but also a disregard of 
the interests of the opposition 
parties and their followers.” 

It is almost a certainty that the 
enabling act drawn up by Chan- 
cellor Hitler, giving himself dicta- 
torial powers for four years, and 
setting aside the present republic- 
an Constitution, will be quickly ap- 
proved. Thus, by ending its own 
existence, the Reichstag would 
wipe out the list vestiges of de- 
mocracy in Germany at least so 
long as Hitler remains Chancellor. 

Torchlight parades and celebra- 
tions were held last night in Ber- 
lir and other cities in the country 
in celebration of the national holi- 
day marking the formal opening of 
the Reichstag and the imperial- 
istic ceremonies at Potsdam, the 
former seat of the Hohenzollerns. 

National Socialist youths marched 
through the streets, singing their 
militant campaign songs. The old 
imperial flag of the Kaisers, made 
official by the recent decree of 
President von Hindenburg, waved 
alongside swastika banners of the 
Hitlerite party in the streets and 
on public buildings. 


Union With Austria Urged. 

Prussia’s new Diet acclaimed the 
policy of political union with Aus- 
tria at its first meeting this after- 
noon. 

Controlled by Chancellor Hitler’s 
National Socialist party, it jammed 
through the election of officers and 


— — 


committees, and cheered keynote 
speeches by the aged Gen. Karl 
Litzmann, Speaker pro tem., and 
Hans Kerrl, who was re-elected 
Speaker. 

The House declined amid jeers 
to liberate several Socialist mem- 
bers detained in prisons for politi- 
call offenses. 

Prirce August Wilhelm occupied 
a seat in the old royal box. 

Wilhelm Kube, the Hitlerite floor 
leader, saluted eight Austrian Na- 
tional Socialists who sat in the gal- 
lery and cried: 

“As the leader of the Nazis in this 
House and on the order of Chancel- 


lor Hitler, I, as a Prussian, say that 


we Prussians are Pan-Germans, that 
we shall continue to be so, and that 
we shall have attained our goal only 
when all Germany, including Ger- 
man Austria, is united with our 
fatherland in one great state which 
can then serve Germany’s mission 
in the world. 

“We Prussians are especially 
qualified to express our feeling of 
affinity with our German brothers 
severed from us in Austria.” 

Cheers and stamping of feet al- 
most drowned his voice as he ex- 
claimed: “We shall definitely and 
finally erase the rest of Marxism 
from German history. Prussianism 
and Naziism are identical.” 

Two Decrees Signed. 

President von Hindenburg today 
signed two emergency decrees pre- 
pared by the Government. They 
provide for imprisonment at hard 
labor for malicious dissemination of 
reports damaging to the prestige of 
the nation, the Government or the 
political parties supporting the Gov- 
ernment. 

Imprisonment at hard labor, and 
in extreme cases death, is provided 
for the wearing or possession of 
uniforms or insignia of the Goveru- 
ment parties without proper quali- 
fication, or for the commission of il- 
legal acts with the intention of ter- 
roriziing the people or of causing 
difficulties with foreign Govern- 
ments. 

One of the decrees grants am- 
nesty to persons imprisoned “for 
past excesses committed in the heat 
of the battle for national resurg- 
ence,” but warns that no further 
clemency will be extended. 


Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, attacked the 
plan to enlist the “civilian conser- 
vation corps” through the War-De- 
partment for work in the forests. 

Green asked that the bill be 
changed to pay standard rates of 
pay, with the element of “forced 
labor and military service” elimi- 
nated. The bill provides on this 
point: “Each member shall, at the 
time of enrollment, agree to abide 
by the provisions,of this act and by 
all rules and regulations issued by 
the President of the United States 
hereunder, which shall not include 
any obligation to bear arms.” 


Spread of the Program. 

The employment program out- 
lined by the chief executive is to 
be the basis for a start on his ex- 
perimental project of development 
of the Tennessee River watershed. 
Undoubtedly some of the conserva- 
tion camps will be located in this vi- 
cinity. In subsequent requests for 
legislation the President probably 
will ask for provision for a start on 
the other developments contemplat- 
ed in the Tennessee River scheme, 
including rehabilitation of the Mus- 
cle Shoals, Ala., power and nitrate 
plant and construction of the aux- 
iliary Cove Creek dam in the Clinch 
River. 

The Forest Service outline of 
work to be done in carrying out 
the conservation program includes 
elimination of scrub growth, im- 
provement of forest fire protection 
through construction of lookout 
towers, telephone lines, roads and 
trails; water aevelopment; building 
of range fences, and disease control, 
particularly in connection With the 
white pine blister rust, which is 
combated by destroying plants. 
The national forest area west of 
the Mississippi and including Alas- 
ka, is approximately 150,000,000 
acres, while in the Hast the area 
aggregates 8,000,000 acres.

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CHILE PUTS NEW LIMIT 
ON U. S NITRATE FIRMS 


To Reduce the Share Which 
Each Foreign Company 
Holds in Industry.

SANTIAGO, Chile, March 22. — 
Finance Minister Gustavo Ross, 
who dissolved the great Cosach ni- 
trate combine in January and who 
last week eliminated the 60 pesos 
gold (about $3.60) a ton paid to 
bondholders, now plans a reduction 


of the share each foreign company 
holds in the industry. This is chief- 
ly aimed at the Guggenheim inter- 
ests which control the industry in 
Chile. 

The combine was dissolved on the 
ground that former Presidgnt Car- 
los Ibanez exceeded his thority 
in permitting its organization and 
that it had broken the laws. When 
me bondholders’ payment was for- 
bidden, Finance Minister Ross re- 
established the export duty, first 
paid in 1897, as a means of helping 
balance the budget. 

While an official statement is 
lacking, it is reported in congres- 
sional circles that a message from 
Ross soon will outline a new finan- 
cial set-up, cutting the producers’ 
share basis on the ground that it 
is too high and that “too much wa- 
ter was poured in when Cosach was 
formed.” Ross is on record as fa- 
voring cuts. 

The situation is so tangled that 
the interests temporarily are 
stumped, awaiting action of foreign 
governments on protests against the 
repudiation of the bond service. It 
is expected Washington, London 
and other governments will act this 
week. 

United States Ambassador Wil- 
liam S. Culbertson already has pre- 
sented a written statement of the 
case to the Foreign Office, includ- 
ing protests of producers, and now 
awaits word from Secretary of 
State Hull. 

The repudiation of the service, 
together with the new moves, puts 
about $76,000,000 worth of bonds in 
jeopardy. 


16 ACQUITTED IN VIENNA CLASH 


Socialists Freed in Attack on Na- 
tional Socialist Parade.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—Am- 
bassador von Prittwitz of Germany 
handed to Undersecretary Phillips 
of the State Department today a 
Dutch newspaper interview with 
Wilhelm Goering, Chancellor Hit- 
ler’s aid, minimizing recent reports 
of attacks on Jews in Germany. 
The German envoy’s action fol- 
lowed a move by the American Gov- 
ernment last night to get from its 
Embassy in Berlin official details of 
the reported anti-Jewish activity of 
the Hitlerites. A complaint had 
come to the department from Rabbi 
Stephen Wise. 


The interview with Goering, pub 
lished in an Amsterdam paper, said 
15 Hitler Storm Troops had been 
dismissed from acting on their own 
authority. Goering, Hitler’s Minis- 
ter without portfolio, added he did 
not think much would be heard in 
the future concerning unlawful acts 
in Germany. 
Several days ago the United 
States protested to the Hitler Gov- 
ernment against the mistreatment 
of several American Jews who were 
in Berlin when National Socialists 
started their anti-Semitic campaign. 
Prompt expressions of regret were 
given, the matter was called to the 
personal attention of Hitler and his 
Cabinet, and the State Department 
announced shortly afterward that 
no new cases involving Americans 
had been reported. 

Formal Protest Filed. 
A formal protest, lodged yester- 
day with Under-Secretary Phillips 
at the State Department by Rabbi 
Wise and officers of the American 
Jewish Congress, asked that the 
American Government learn the 
facts and take whatever diplomatic 
action may be justified on humane 
grounds, wholly apart from the 
matter of whether citizens of this 
country are involved. 
Many times in the past the Amer- 
ican Government has made strong 
protests against persecution of 
Jews, sending notes to Rumania, 
Russia, Austria-Hungary and the 
Mohammedan countries. 
The department issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 
“Following the visit of Rabbi 
Wise the department has informed 
the American Embassy in Berlin of 
the press reports of mistreatment 
of Jews in Germany. 

“The department also informed 
the Embassy of the deep concern 
these reports are causing in this 
country. 

“The department has instructed 
the embassy to make, in collabora- 
tion with the Consuls, a complete 
report on the situation.” 

Rabbi Before House Group. 

Rabbi Wise also appeared before 
the House Immigration Committee, 
to which he said: 

“As American Jews we are pro- 
foundly disturbed at the attempt, 
if not by physical violence, to an- 
nihilate economically the 600,000 
Jews in Germany. 

“The present Chancellor of Ger- 
many has been a citizen of that 
country only one year, Seventeen 
years ago we celebrated 1000 years 
of written records of Jews in Ger- 
many. Jews have dwelt, fought 
and died for the German Father- 
land for 10 centuries. We earnestly 
hope that something can be done 
to make life a little more tolerable 
for them there today. 7

BRITISH AIR FORCE 
TO USE GASOLINE 
MADE FROM COAL 


One Squadron Gives It Full 
Test—Year’s Supply of New 
Type Fuel Ordered.

LONDON, March 22.— A contract 
for a year’s supply of aviation gaso- 
line made from British coal has 
been placed by the Air Ministry. 
This action follows by a month 
the first order the Admiralty has 
ever placed for fuel oil made from 
British coal for one of its destroy- 
ers. 

An entire home defense squadron, 
equipped with high-performance 
fighting airplanes, is now flying 
solely on the new type of gasoline 
as a full-scale experiment. 

Col. W. A. Bristow, managing di- 

rector of the company producing 
the fuel, says he foresees the possi- 
bility that the Royal Air Force will 
be supplied, in course of time, with 
all the gasoline it needs from this 
source. 
“The company,” he explained, 
“has for some time past been pro- 
ducing from Yorkshire coal a petrol 
of outstanding quality and per- 
formance. Works at Berugh and 
Askern are equipped with the nec- 
essary plants for the production of 
coal petrol, and already more than 
4000 tons has been produced and 
marketed. This quantity, although 
relatively small compared with the 
national consumption, is large 
enough to show that the process is 
abundantly proved from the tech- 
nical and commercial aspects.”

MYSTERY WOMAN 
HEARD AT TRIAL OF 
Tot PRISONER 


One of 10 Secret Witnesses 
Reported Examined at 
Courtmartial of Young 
British Officer.

LONDON, March 22.—Identity of 
witnesses testifying in secret hear- 
ings in the court-martial of Lieut. 
Norman Baillie-Stewart, charged 
with betraying army secrets to a 
foreign agent, will never be dis- 
closed officially. And it is unlikely 
their names will be learned through 
other sources. 


Ten secret witnesses were report- 
ed to have been examined late yes- 
terday at the Chelsea army court. 
More are expected to testify. 

It was believed secret proceedings 

would be completed today, after 
which public sessions will be re- 
sumed. The prosecution, which 
charges the young officer of the 
aristocratic Seaforth Highlanders 
communicated army secrets to a 
man named Otto Waldemar Obst in 
Berlin, contended its witnesses’ lives 
might be placed in jeopardy by pub- 
licity. 
Curiosity has been especially 
keen concerning the identity of a 
young woman who left the court 
weeping yesterday, evidently in 
great distress. Another woman ac- 
companied her as she left the hall 
of the Duke of York’s Military 
School where the case is being 
heard. They were hurried away 
quickly in a taxicab. 

The main point in the defense 
thus far disclosed is the young of- 
ficer’s declaration that £90 ($311), 
which he received from Berlin, was 
from a young woman with whom he 
had a love affair. The prosecution 
brought out testimony, in the open- 
ing public hearing, that a German 
officer was in the Lieutenant's 
hotel room in Berlin and that this 
money was payment for informa- 
tion about British army armored 
cars, tanks and other equipment. 

The prisoner still is being held in 
the historic Tower of London, being 
taken daily to the courtroom. 

Lieut. L. Cromwell, one of Bail- 
lie-Stewart’s closest friends, was 
called as a witness by the prosecu- 
tion this afternoon. He had con- 
sidered accompanying the defend- 
ant to Germany last summer, but 
did not do so. When Baillie-Stewart 
returned, he said, he did not men- 
tion the incident of the woman in 
Berlin.

JAPANESE DIET APPROVES 
$172,000,000 DEFENSE BUDGET 


Aviation Expansion and Civilian 
Protection From Gas Attacks 
Also Announced. 

By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, March 22.—The Diet yes- 
terday approved a $172,000,000 na- 
tional defense budget and the army 
disclosed sketchy details of its vast 
program to make the empire ready 
for any military emergency. 

Provision is made for nine new 
aviation companies. They will be 
equipped with fighting and bomb- 
ing planes. 

Japan ic preparing to make its 
civilian populace familiar with pro- 
tective measures against poison gas. 
as many European countries have 
done aiready. About 100,000 non- 
commissioned officers and reserv- 
ists will be instructed in these mea- 
sures. It is presumed they will in 
turn teach civilians. 

The program doubles enrollments 
in the military college and cadet 
schools and calls reserve Lieuten- 
ants to special service. It also pro- 
vides for increase of armored car 
detachments, artillery, meteorolog- 
ical and balloon survey units. 


CANADA TO LEVY 5 PCT. TAX 
ON DIVIDENDS PAID TO ALIENS 


Policy Announced as Part of Gov- 
ernment Plan to Increase 
Dominion Revenue.

OTTAWA, March 22.—Non-resi- 
dents of Canada who collect divi- 
dends or interest on Canadian se- 
curities, will be called upon to pay 
$5 out of every $100 to the Domin- 
ion Treasury, in accordance with a 
provision of the budget, introduced 
in the House of Commons by E. N. 
Rhodes, Finance Minister. 

The Minister said this was part 
of the plan to increase the Federal 
rcvenues by about $70,000,000 dur- 
ing the next fiscal year. 
Estimated revenue for the year 
was set at $287,230,000 and expendi- 
tures at $369,429,000. 

The basic rate on personal in- 
come is increased from two to three 
per cent, and the rates on incomes 
in the higher brackets rises sharp-

Each co-operative 
seeking financial aid hereafter will 
be examined thoroughly to deter- 
mine its financial responsibility, 
Morgenthau said.

In the final act of a public tragedy, the Legislature 
is working furiously at a sales tax to cover its own 
ineptitude in the field of economy. Nothing illus- 
trates the futility of the session better than what has 
happened in the realm of prohibition reform. The 
Legislature made a deal by which the State gets beer, 
but retains the iniquitous State dry law. The rep- 
resentation that confusion would result by repeal of 
the State dry law before the eighteenth amendment 
is repealed has not been borne out by the experience 
of a dozen states which have repealed their dry laws. 
New York has not had a State dry law since 1923. 
Nevada also repealed her State dry law in 1923. Mon- 
tana did away with her dry law by referendum in 
1926. Wisconsin followed in 1929, Massachusetts in 
1930, Rhode Island and Louisiana in 1932. Califor- 
nia, Wyoming and Illinois have recently repealed 
their dry laws. 

The Democrats are in complete control at Jeffer- 
son City. They have a clear mandate from the people 
to get rid of prohibition. The Democratic platform 
adopted at Chicago assured the people that if the 
Democrats were put in power we would have a New 
Deal. Yet the Democrats of Missouri have placed this 
wet State in the same category with Kansas and other 
dry states. With a large majority in both houses of 
the Legislature and a Democratic Governor in the ex- 
ecutive mansion, they compromised with dry senti- 
ment. The result is that Missouri can have beer, but 
the tyrannies of the McCawley law are with us still. 
It will de two years before the Legislature meets 
again. Long before that, unless every token fails, 
the eighteenth amendment will have been repealed. 
Missouri will be left in the clutches of the past. 

This is but a single item in the indictment against 
the Legislature. It has refused to pass the State bar 
bill, thus permitting the worse element in the bar to 
prevail over the better. The members of the Legisla- 
ture should read the story of what has happened in 
St. Louis this week. They should read how the jury 
lists, on their way from the office of the Clerk of the 
Circuit Court to the office of the Sheriff, were found 
by the police to have been diverted in transit so 
copies could be made of them in a law office. 

It is said that there is no law which covers such 
a gross impropriety, but the State Bar Association 
proposed a law which would have made the bar itself 
responsible for this obvious unprofessionalism. It pro- 
posed to establish discipline in the profession, a dis-

states. The Legislature rejected it upon the score 
that so to incorporate the bar would limit the free- 
dom of lawyers. So it would; it would limit their 
freedom to see the jury lists before they reach the 
Sheriff. It would limit their freedom, while acting 
as officers of the courts, to betray justice. 

The Legislature has been without leadership and 
without any clear conception of its responsibility. It 
has been the willing servant of the Power Trust. So 
far as we know, the utilities have not lost a battle. 
The Bales bill, which would have enabled the State 
to preserve its streams in a state of nature, has never 
got out of committee. The bill which would have 
taken the utilities out of the merchandising business 
has been strangled in the Senate. Instead of protect- 
ing the people against the utilities, the Legislature 
has encouraged such measures as the Buford bill, 
which would destroy the Public Service Commission 
and so deprive the people of the limited protection 
they have now. It would have been an easy matter 
for the Legislature to compel a two-thirds vote in 
franchise elections, thus placing private utilities on 
an equal basis with communities which, desiring to 
own their utilities, must obtain a two-thirds vote. The 
Legislature, instead, has continued to wink at this 
inequality. 

The extent of this disservice to the people has been 
so vast that the casualty list will be appalling. The 
hold of special interests and evil influences upon the 
Legislature has been beyond anything known in Mis- 
souri for 20 years. The racing bill is an illustration. 
It is so evil-smelling that the respectable sporting ele- 
ment which has worked for a revival of racing in the 
State will have nothing to do with it. Nor will re 
spectable elements in the population have anything to 
do with all the works in which the Legislature has 
been recreant. Never was there so much profession, 
never so little performance. It is no exaggeration to 
say that all the friends of good government in the 
State are disheartened. Many of the most forward- 
looking people, those whose interest and aid have lit- 
tle by little lifted Missouri to a higher plane, are dis- 
mayed and stunned. 

We warned the people of the State that this would 
happen if Missouri were turned over to Boss Pender- 
gast and his hand-picked Governor. It has turned 
out just as we said it would. It is too late for the 
Legislature to mend its way. It has had its oppor- 
tunity and missed it. A few obvious things do not 
make a legislative record. The Governor’s make-be- 
lieve economy bills, which will be jammed through 
with a flourish in the last few days, deceive nobody. 

Let the galling truth be confessed: The crowning 
achievement of the New Deal in Missouri is a beer 
bill.

JUGGERNAUTS AT LARGE.: 

The matter of truck operation on the highways in- 
terested W. B. Vergan, air brake supervisor of the 
M.-K.-T. Railway, so he proceeded to make a first- 
hand study, and has recently announced his findings, 
in an address before the Western Railway Club. 
Mr. Vergan spent four months hitch-hiking rides on 
trucks, chiefly on long hauls in the South, and fre 
quently took the wheel himself as relief driver. 
Texas, he found, has an- epidemic of highway acci- 
dents each autumn, when cotton is being moved by 
truck over its highways to Gulf ports. Many of the 
accidents, Mr. Vefgan discovered, were due to the 
type of truck he calls “a stick of dynamite”—one 
with little or no braking ability, which cannot stop in 
case of emergency. Other trucks he found so heavily 
loaded that, at high speed, the driver could not stop 
them in time, even with good brakes. 

The investigator's adventures on his 240 truck trips 

frequently were of the hair-raising variety. On one 
occasion, he found himself on a truck, loaded with 
27,000 pounds of cotton, running wild down a grade, 
with a farmer’s truck standing in the middle of the 
road at the foot of the hill. The farmer got his ve- 
hicle out of the way in time, but not until Mr. Ver- 
gan and the other driver had jumped. Their truck 
piled up at the foot of an embankment. One driver, 
asked why he did not have his faulty brakes repaired, 
said: “The boss prohibits the driver’s spending 
monéy on repairs other than those necessary to keep 
moving.” 
In brake tests later conducted on trucks selected 
at random on the highway, Mr. Vergan found that 
the average stopping distance, at 20 miles per hour, 
of 279 vehicles, with pay loads of 4500 pounds or more, 
was 81 feet. The legal limit in Texas is 45 feet. These 
and other figures, and the investigator’s experiences, 
proved convincingly what a peril these highway Jug- 
gernauts are to automotive travel. Statistics gath- 
ered by the Travelers’ Insurance Co. confirm their 
death-dealing potentialfties. In 1932, trucks figured 
in 119,850, or 11.22 per cent, of all motor accidents. 
They were responsible, however, for 15.68 per cent 
of motor traffic deaths. 

The showings of this investigation point a clear

The necessity for 
brake and load standards, and their enforcement by 
the highway patrols of the various states, is self- 
evident. Such a highway Juggernaut, weighing

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GERMANY’S ORDEAL. 

Prof. Einstein was right when he said that the 
world should adopt an attitude of sympathy toward 
the people of Germany in their present plight. To 
be hag-ridden by a depraved mountebank, even for 
a few weeks, is an experience that should evoke noth- 
ing but pity from an enlightened onlooker. 

Unfortunately, the discrimination that can now 
be made between the majority of Germatis and the 
chauvinistic adventurers who have maneuvered 
themselves into power, will disappear if. the Hitler 
reign of terror continues much longer. Public opin- 
ion is impatient of fine distinctions, and a Germany 
in which a calculated frightfulness toward minority 
groups is allowed to become an established public 
policy will inevitably be thought of as a nation which 
condones it and admires it. 

Persecution of the Jews, as reported from Germany, 
belongs to the fanaticism of the Dark Ages. Such 
actions are a negation of the enlightenment which is 
Germany’s claim to the admiration of the world. They 
also tend to justify the suspicion that the Hitlerian 
revival of Schrecklichkeit is just a smoke screen to 
conceal his incompetence in the face of Germany’s 
real problems. 

If these policies should alienate the respect and af- 
fection of civilized people everywhere, Germany as a 
whole will bear the loss and not merely the terrorists 
who are responsible. It is this possibility which con- 
tains so many tragic connotations for the great Ger- 
man people, for Europe and for the world. 
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INTELLECT POURED INTO THE GUTTER. 

Society suffers from an intellectual waste no less 
harmful than our economic waste, according to Dr. 
Abraham Flexner, noted educator. He refers to the 
practice in education of holding back brilliant chil- 
dren to conform with the slower classroom pace of 
the average and below-average students. To give 
suitable opportunity to gifted students, Dr. Flexner 
Proposes that New York City set aside one high 
school exclusively for their instruction, to prevent 
what he terms “the tremendous intellectual waste 
that goes down into the gutter.” Dr. Flexner is di- 
rector of the Institute of Advanced Study at Prince- 
ton, which plans to do for selected adult students 
what he proposes also for those of younger age. As 
Dr. Flexner says, “A democracy like ours must have 
leadership of brains.” If those rare master brains 
are not to be stultified at the very beginning of their 
development, we must have some special means of de- 
veloping them. Should such schemes as Dr. Flexner’s 
be consigned to oblivion as visionary, then we are 
surely far from Plato's imagined Utopia, when philos-

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Money: Master or Means? 


Efforts to maintain so-called sound money resulted at last in making dollar unobtain- 
able, financial writer says; since behavior of money and prices is not subject to 
mathematical law, we cannot create prosperity by fiscal juggling; death struggle 
between the sound-money advocates and the believers in human nghts is predicted. 


Lawrence Dennis, Author of Is Capitalism Doomed?”, in the Nation. , 


he means money issued not in excess 

of what he considers enough. More 
than enough is fiat money. And nearly every 
believer in sound money has different ideas 
as to what constitutes enough money and 
credit at a given time. 

Sound money is merely money that main- 
tains or increases its purchasing power. Un- 
sound money is money that declines in pur- 
chasing power. The degre. of soundness or 
unsoundness is the extent of appreciation or 
depreciation. A dollar which soars in value, 
beyond the reach of the unemployed, of the 
state, which fails to balance the budget, and 
of the 19,000 banks of the nation, which have 
to close—such a dollar is thoroughly “sound” 
and thoroughly idiotic. The rise of barter 
and the substitution of scrip, clearing-house 
certificates or other forms of irregular 
money for regular money mark the final 
triumph of Mr. Hoover’s fight to save the 
American dollar from the inflationists. The 
dollar is saved by being made unobtainable. 

Money and credit are means of exchange. 
They are not automatic devices by which 
property rights, existing values or prevailing 
patterns can be perpetuated. In 1933, we 
have more wealth for use than in 1929, but 
probably only half as much value in ex- 
change. Much of our wealth has no ex- 


Wien a man speaks of “sound” money, 


change value, because many people have no 


money to make purchases. Sound-money 
advocates in 1929 thought it sound to create 
credit and money to build factories then pro- 
ductive and now idie. Today they denounce 
the suggestion of creating money or credit 
to give people better homes or better living 
conditions, 

We are coming to a death struggle be- 
tween the advocates of sound money and 
the believers in every man’s right to work 
and eat. These arguments appealed to 
those who had money, and vainly imagined 
they could get more while millions of oth- 
ers grew poorer. No sound-money argu- 
ment is valid for a Government employe who 
is thrown out of work to balance the bud- 
get and protect Government credit. No 
good deflationist argument exists for a man 
denied by the exigencies of sound money 
the right to earn his living. This is not a 
talking but a fighting matter for the money- 
less and hungry. 

— * * 

Security for the working or decliting years 
must be found in steady production, fair dis- 
tribution and a responsible, humane state 
which looks after all. There can be no se- 
curity for the thrifty or for the worker in a 
state that allows production to become par- 
alyzed and millions of men to be without 
work. March 4, 1933, marked the collapse of 
every sound-money argument. The truth 
then emerged that, even if we grant that a 
sound dollar comes ahead of welfare and 
that a sound dollar is the best way to as- 


sure welfare, there is no one in America who 


knows how to maintain a sound dollar in a 
depression. It is also evident that the rec- 
ommendations of the devotees of sound 
money are utterly impossible to carry out. 

Most theorists about money think prices 
can be raised by various types of financial 
sleight-of-hand, such as manipulating the 
central bank interest rate, changing the 
gold content of the dollar or coining silver 


above the market price of silver. It is 
thought that once the hocus-pocus has 
raised prices (no proof is offered that it will 
raise prices) demand will increase, since 
people will buy on a rising market. The 
assumption is that the market regulates 
human behavior and not behavior the mar- 
ket. As for central bank management of 
anything except the printing press when 
the state orders money for a war, the whole 
story can be written in the one word — 
failure. 

Reducing the gold content of the dollar 
will increase the purchasing power of those 
few people who own gold or gold mines. 
Coining silver above the market rate for the 
metal would, likewise, help the owners of sil- 
ver and silver mines. A particularly erron- 
eous idea about devaluating the dollar is 
that it would help debtors. It would do so 
only if there were an important rise in 
commodity prices, such as failed to follow 
the depreciation of the British pound. 

* * * 


The behavior of money and prices can 
never be the subject of a theory valid for 
predicting the future or controlling prices. 
The future is determined by future decis- 
ions of human beings. Certain phenomena 
of the past, Uke, prices, are measurable by 
adding machineg and their manipulators. 
The behavior of money and prices can only 
be one of many corollaries of human be- 
havior—and a mihor one at that. Human 
and monetary behavior is history; and his- 
tory only teaches that history teaches noth- 
ing. If the present collapse of money and 
credit teaches anything, it is the absurdity 
of every theory of money, credit and prices 
which professes to be more than a historical 
and philosophical explanation of how and 
why men reacted as they did to a given past 
situation which will never be duplicated and 
probably never closely approximated. 

It has nevér been shown what effect, if 
any, a change in the general price level has 
on total demand. It seems indisputable that 
demand is the chief factor determining price 
changes,.as when war demand creates infla- 
tion and higher prices. The criticisms of in- 
flation really apply only to the causes of in- 
flation, which are usually wars. Inflation to 
develop the American continent is rarely de- 
nounced. When inflation to relieve human 
suffering is denounced, the use of inflation 
to pay German reparations is cited as a hor- 
rible example. Intellectual honesty would 
direct the criticism at the war which caused 
the demand for reparations, or at the de- 
mand for an impossible performance, rather 
than at the use of the means of inflation in 
an attempt to meet the demand. 

If falling prices stimulated demand or 
righted anything, we should not have ihe 
present depression and all the banks closed 
(for a time) after 12 years of falling prices. 
If rising prices stimulated demand, we 
should not have a depression at the end 
of a 24-year period of rising prices and the 
sensational price advance of the war period. 
As for stable prices, they have never exist- 


ed outside the dreams of persons crazed by

Paintings by Artist Engaged by 
Edsel Ford Result in 
Praise and Protests.

| ‘the murals of Diego Rivera, Mex- 


ican artist, whose vivid, flaming 
colors depict his conception of the 
city’s industrial history onthe vast 
garden court walls of the Detroit 
Institute of Arts. 

From at least two sources have 


against the murals. At least one 
civic figure has demanded they be 
“washed from the walls.“ A dozen 
organizations have rushed to Rive- 
ra’s defense and art critics, faced 
by the sudden barrage of violent 
opinion, pro and con, rave.retreated 
into silence “until the storm blows 
over.” 

Eight months ago, Rivera, at the 
request of Edsel Ford, came here, 
walked the city’s streets, spent 
hours in the automobile plants, 
sketched and studied. Then he 
painted his conception of Detroit's 


court walls. He worked six months, 
on intricate scaffolding, and when 
he finished he had lost 100 pounds. 
He now weighs a little over 200, as 
against his more than 300 pounds of 
a year ago. 

Hardly had he placed his signa- 
ture to the huge, flaming murals 
when the outcry began. Some art 
critics praised the work, others 
were doubtful. The Rev. Ralph 
Higgins, senior curate of St. Paul’s 
Cathedral, demanded the removal 
of one panel, declaring it carica- 
tured the holy family. 

Councilman Wilfam’ P. Bradley 
demanded before the City Council 
that the paintings be “washed from 
the walls,” charging they were “a 
travesty on the spirit of Detroit.” 
He said they “completely ignore the 
cultural and spiritual aspects of 
the city.” Dr. George Herman Der- 
ry, president of Marygrove College, 
declared Rivera had “perpetrated a 


heartless hoax on his capitalist em- ;

Five fights, five knockouts! Al 
Stillman was stopped in the tenth. 
round by Jim Braddock. Joe Huff 
was kayoed by Jac“ Purvis. Eddie 


Edson knocked out Earl Taylor. 
Leslie Schulte flattened Paul Con- 
ger and Benny Deathpain knocked 
out Battling Johnson. 

Such were the results of Jack 
Tippett’s boxing promotion grand 
slam at the Arena last night which 
left 6000 fans standing about the 
ring-side dumbfounded at what 
they had seen. 

The first two preliminaries ending 
in knockouts caused little excite- 
ment, but when Eddie Edson made 
it three in a row by overcoming 
his arch foe in the second round 
the spectators believed the final 
two bouts could not possibly end 
abruptly. 

But Al Stillman went to the well 
once too often. He tried to give 
away 10 pounds and a lot of high- 
class experience to Braddock, but 
found these handicaps too great. 

Huff Advanced Too Fast. 

Then came Joe Huff, who had 
captured the imagination of the 
fans v' two sparkling victories 
over Billy Hogan, Gus Wilson's 
protege. It was the same old story. 
The boy tried to go along too fast 
and tackled Jackie Purvis, a hard- 
punching, rugged, experienced wel- 
terweight. Joe was on the floor 
for nine counts in each of the first 
two rounds and in distress in the 
third. He rallied then but in the 
eighth session à crashing right- 
hand punch put him down for the 
count. 

Stillman started well against 
Braddock, taking the first round, 
and it appeared that Jim was soft, 
not in the best of condition. He is 
a slow-moving boxer, who stalks 
his prey, and he followed Stillman 
about the ring, round after round, 
sending his left to Stillman’s body 
and occasionally whipping over a 
right. 

Al's right hand, his money 
punch, bounced off Braddock’s chin 
like sleet off a tin roof. 

After five rounds, when the score 
Was practically even, Braddock be- 
gan to put more force into his 
blows. His body punches had Still- 
man wincing and finally in the 
ninth round Al’s guard came down. 
Just what Braddock had been try- 
ing to bring about. Quick as a 
flash he whipped his right to Still- 
man’s jaw, but the punch landed 
high. Stillman was hurt, all right, 

‘and went down. But his good con- 
dition enabled him to get up at the 
count of nine. He staggered to his 
corner as the bell rang and re- 
vived a little in the rest period. 
Heisner Stops the Bout. 

He tried to stay away from Brad- 
dock in the tenth, but there was no 
getting away from the cold, calcu- 
lating New Jersey boxer. Another 
right to the jaw and Stillman was 
down for nine. He got up and 
Braddock immediately hit him with 
a left hook to the jaw. Al was 
on his feet at the count of nine, 
but Referee Walter Heisner waved 
Braddock away and gave him the 
fight on a technical knockout to 
save Stillman further punishment. 

Joe Huff needs no alibi after his 
game showing. But there is an 
inside truth to the story of that 
bout which should be told. Huff 
had suffered from an ulcerated 
tooth for a week and had been un- 
able to do any boxing in prepara- 
tion for the battle.

LOS ANGELES, March 22.— 
Freddie Miller, the Nationa] Box- 
ing Association featherweight 
champion, who takes his title to 
the fistic wars on the slightest 
provocation, scanned the Western 
horizon today for another chal- 
lenger. 

The clever Cincinnati southpaw 
last night pushed his third Califor- 
nia opponent into the discard in as 
many weeks when he won eight of 
10 rounds from Speedy Dado, 
fast Filipino. Baby Arizmendia 
and Little Dempsey were the other 
victims. 

Miller was more impressive in 
his triumph over Dado than 
against the Little Aztec from Mex- 
ico City in his first appearance 
here, Feb. 28. He knocked the Fil- 
ippino to the floor for a six count 
in the second round, sweeping a 
high right to Dado’s head less 
than 10 seconds before the end of 
the session. 

Dado made a brave comeback in 
the third, the only round he won, 
by crossing a strong right to the 
chin early and following up the 
advantage as Miller became pan- 
icky for a brief period. From that 
point on it was very much the 
champion’s fight. 

He rocked Dado with sturdy 
lefts to the head in the fourth, and 
had his opponent in a bad way 
through the last three rounds, but 
couldn’t quite finish him off. The 
seventh was even. 

While Miller’s victory was antic- 
ipated, Dado fought in better form 
than in any of his recent engage- 
ments. His willingness to bore 
in although hard hit, kept the 4700 
persons, who didn’t half fill the
